Municipal Extravagance. 


To nothing does the adage “ Kcon 
oniy is the road to wealth" apply 
more truthfully than to a city, and no 
towns have suffered more from a non­ 
attendance to the lesson of this adage 
than those of California. Munificence, 
not to say extravagance, has marked 
their municipal career almost from the 
date of incorporation to the present 
day. It costs proportionately more to 
run our State, county and municipal 
governments, than those of any other 
commonwealth in the Union. Reasons 
for this condition of affairs are obvi­ 
ous and many. California never was 
an infant. Like Minerva, she was 
born full grown. .She knows nothing 
of childhood, and walked through 
that period when other States were 
“mewling and puking in the nurse’s 
arms.” She came into the Union with 
a golden spoon in her mouth, and like 
most heiresses, she never had a clear 
idea of the value of money. Wealth 
was obtained without an effort and 
squandered without a thought. But 
we are beginning to realize the truth 
of another proverb—constant taking 
out of a meal tub, and never putting in 
soon conies to the bottom. From San 
Francisco down to the village with a 
charter but one year old, the people are 
paying interest on a debt created by use­ 
' less extravagance. The debts of many 
of our towns will be paid ten times 
over in interest long before the princi­ 
pal is reached. The evil effects of this 
folly will reach farther down the 
stream of time than the memory of its 
perpetrators. It is time for all towns 
ornamented with the appendage called 
municipal debt to pause and think, 
and if possible, retrench and econo­ 
mize. Fine strjets, neat sidewalks 
and beautiful public buildings arc at­ 
tractive features in a town, and do 
much in the way of drawing expres­ 
sions of admiration from visitors. But 
when the man.of money, who comes 
with the intention of locating, is told 
that every dollar’s worth of property 
in the city is bonded for the payment 
of an old debt, for which there is little 
or nothing to show, and that the peo­ 
ple are taxed from one to three per 
cent to pay the annual interest on the 
bonds, he is apt to become more 
chary in his enthusiasm, and it is 
almost certain he will in the end seek 
a locality where his taxes arc ngt so 
high. The determination of our city 
authorities to be governed in their ex­ 
penses by the amount of revenue at 
their disposal will meet the approba­ 
tion of those who come hereafter, if 
not those of to-day. To build and im­ 
prove is an excellent thing when you 
can do it with your own money, but it 
is an indication oi ultimate bank­ 
ruptcy when it is done on borrowed 
capital. _________ 


Immigrants— Why They do 
Not Re­ 
main. 
The Sacramento Record asserts that 
of the three thousand immigrants per 
month arriving in this .State, not to 
exceed three hundred remain. We do 
not believe the proportion is so great. 
In the first place, a mistake is made 
in rating all who come here as 
immigrants. If the monthly arrivals 
will average three thousand, it is safe 
to say that fully one-third of the num­ 
ber are tourists,visitors, or persons who 
have no thought of remaining when 
they set out on the journey, although 
many of them will never rest until 
they come back again to maké their 
homes here. This* would reduce the 
number of actual immigrants to two 
thousand per month, of whom fully 
one-half remain, the Record's state­ 
ment to the contrary notwithstanding. 
But the proportion of those returning 
Fast would be still less if there was 
railroad communication with the 
southern portion of the State. Just 
here is where the narrow gauge rail­ 
road from Los Angeles to Salt Lake 
will prove a trump card. Of the im* 
migrants wlio are farmers by profes­ 
sion, coming from the East to San 
Francisco, not one-half of them see 
more of the agricultural portion of the 
State than can be seen from the cars— 
parts of the Sacramento, San Joaquin, 
Livermore and Santa Clara Valleys. 
They reach San Francisco, find them­ 
selves among strangers, grow home­ 
sick, and a few days find their faces 
turned eastward, their eyes gazing 
steadily toward the old roof tree, 
and their hearts longing for the wife 
and babes toward whom they are 
hastening. If these people could buy 
tickets through to Los Angeles, where 
they would get out of the cars and find 
themselves surrounded by broad, rich 
acres, something like, though much 
more desirable, than the farms they 
left behind, fewer of them would care 
to return. 


Co n o r b ssm a x P a g e admits that lie 
is a postal contractor, and then defends 
to the utmost of his limited ability the 
Postal ring, which L u t t r e l l lias 
proved to have been formed for the 
sole purpose of defrauding the Govern­ 
ment. Beyond an official announce­ 
ment to that effect, Mr. P a g e could 
n»t do more to convince his constitu­ 
ents and the public generally that he is 
a member of that ring. It is an awk­ 
ward, not to say shameful, position for 
a Congressman to occupy, and Mr. 
P a g e owes it to himself to either sever 
liia connection wjth the ring or resign 
his seat in Congress. He cannot serve 
the ring and the people at the same 
time. 


Tho Railroad Enterprise Abroad. 
Our State exchanges, and especially 
those published in 'Middle and South­ 
ern California, have nil contained fa­ 
vorable comments oil the Los Angeles 
and Independence railroad enterprise, 
Into which our citizens have entered 
so earnestly. In San f rancisco a 
number of capitalists are already giv­ 
ing the proposed road considerable at­ 
tention, with a view-of taking stock 
in the company and investing in the 
mines the road will render so valuable. 
The more the project is investigated, 
the more important it appears. Inyo 
county is known to be almost one vast 
mine, its mountains are a. mass of 
gold, silver and lead ore. Its wealth 
may he said to be cxhaustless, and the 
railroad will cause all these mines to 
be worked ages before they will he if 
the road is not built. More than this, 
if our road is run out to Independence, 
it cannot be stopped there. It will go 
oil and connect with the narrow gauge 
coming in this direction from Salt 
Lake. Perhaps few of our people have 
given due consideration to the advan­ 
tages which a road running directly 
from tlie great overland thoroughfare 
to Los Angeles will bring to the 
southern portion of the State. The 
number of immigrants who come to 
California and remain will be more 
than doubled. It is not only Los An­ 
geles and Inyo counties that will be 
benefited by the narrow gauge, but 
all of Southern California. AYe are 
glad to see our cotemporarics arc real­ 
izing this fact.

The editor of the San Francisco Post 
concludes that there is an immense 
amount of brain work lost in schools.

Cotton Growing in Colusa. 


The Colusa Sun of April 25th has 
the following with reference to the 
fifty sacks of cotton seed received l>y 
tlie editor for distribution among the 
(lie farmers of Colusa: “Messrs. Muild 
& Mitchell will plant six sacks on the 
plains west of Jacinto. Mr. Browning 
will plant some on Sycamore Slough, 
and Andrew Buckley will plant some 
on the plain, and west of the island. 
We have given out several smaller 
bundles, but have some forty sacks 
left, which we hate to see lying in 
store. 
We are fully satisfied that 
cotton is as good as, if not a bet­ 
ter, 
staple 
than 
wheat for this 
valley, and we are therefore very 
anxious 
to 
have 
the experiment 
fully tried this season. 
Tlie pro­ 
duction of cotton iii’this State is one 
of the means at our command for reg­ 
ulating ocean freights. 
It will enable 
the farmers to hold to tlie more bulky 
wheat crops, if freights are inclined to 
he extortionate. 
W hen a farmer has 
two staples lie can always find a good 
time for the sale of one or the other. 
It will hardly ever occur that cotton 
and wheat are very low at the same 
time. The one crop can be raised 
without the least interference with the 
other. Instead of letting the land he 
idle in Sum m er fallow, it can he 
planted in cotton, and is in fine* condi­ 
tion in the Fall for wheat. 
N either 
does the working interfere in any de­ 
gree with the work on the wheat crop, 
hut it only helps to keep one busy all 
the year around and to give steady 
employment to a good class of fariii 
laborers, the w ant of which lia s been 
a great drawback to the State.

Objects of the Association. 
T he object of the Association is to secure pe­ 
cuniary aid o f 92,000 to th e fumilies or depend­ 
an ts of deceased mem bers. This we accom­ 
plish In the m ost perfect and substantial m an­ 
ner, as lias been substantiated w ithin the last 
few years by kindred societies; and that, too, 
w ith nn expense so light thut it has proved 
not to be a burden upon its m em bers, which 
not only Increases its popularity, but brings it 
w ithin reaeli of those m ost neeuing its protec­ 
tion and aid.

A Duel between Boys. 


From the Pall Mall Gazette. 
An extraordinary case was brought 
before the Lindsey (Lincolnshire) mag­ 
istrates on March 12th. 
Two boys, 
Gerald Maurice Brown and George 
H enry Seagrave, pupils in a boarding 
school at Lincoln, quarreled about a 
trivial matter, and Brown, by way of 
settling the difficulty, sent Seagrave a 
formal challenge to fight a duel. Sea­ 
grave duly accepted it, and about two 
o’clock, at which time the boys were 
allowed to go out for a walk, the duel­ 
lists and their seconds started for a se­ 
cluded spot. Here Brown’s second, a 
boy named Dawson, loaded the pistol 
for Brown, and a youth named W alter 
Green did a like .office for Seagrave. 
Both pistols were loaded with powder 
and ball. Dawson measured the dis­ 
tance decided upon—thirteen paces— 
and placed a peg in the ground for the 
antagonists to stand against. Dawson 
then counted three, and dropped a 
handkerchief. 
He counted slowly, 
and the boys took direct aim at each 
other, firing the instant the handker­ 
chief dropped. Seagrave immediately 
after cried out, “ I’m hit;” and then 
lay down. It was then found out that 
his pistol had burst. The seconds then 
searched for the wound and found it to 
be in the leg. They bound up the 
wound, and, with the aid of Brown, as­ 
sisted the boy home. The pistols used 
on the occasion were bought on the 
route at a toy shop, six-pence each be­ 
ing the price given. One of the wit­ 
nesses (all of whom were scliolars) de­ 
scribed the combatants as beiugon ap­ 
parently friendly terms while going to 
the place of the light, and said that no 
ilbtem per was displayed when on the 
ground. The magistrates^ remanded 
the prisoner Brown and the two sec­ 
onds until .Saturday, pending the doc­ 
tor's report of the state of Seagrave.
